We  need  you  to  help  save  a  life!  How?  By 
taking  an  hour  and  donating  a  pint  of  blood. 
We  all  expect  blood  to  be  available  to  us  if 
we  need  it,  but  only  people  can  produce  and 
supply  blood  for  other  people. 

There  is  no  danger  or  distress  to  the  donor 
of  blood.  Anyone  from  the  age  of  17  to  66, 
in  good  health,  and  weighing  a  minimum  of 
1 10  pounds,  can  donate  blood.  Medical  tech¬ 
nology  now  provides  the  know-how  to  divide 
blood  into  five  components  so  that  a  dona¬ 
tion  of  one  pint  of  blood  may  benefit  five 
people. 

Blood  is  very  perishable.  Red  blood  cells 
can  be  stored  for  35  days,  but  white  cells  for 
only  24  hours.  The  only  way  to  insure  an 
\equate  supply  of  blood  is  to  be  sure  of  a

Shouldn’t  joy  be  more  spontaneous, 
unplanned,  natural?  Of  course  it  should,  but 
we  who  are  acquainted  with  the  vagaries  of 
Jewish  history,  with  its  ups  and  downs, 
know  that  the  scales  were  more  often  tipped 
in  favor  of  tragedy.  And  lest  we  become  a 
people  who  might  drown  in  self-pity,  pathos 
and  darkness  of  spirit,  our  instructions  on 
how  to  be  happy  are  detailed  and  explicit.  So 
it  becomes  a  mitzvah  to  celebrate  Purim  with 
joy  and  ecstasy,  to  cast  off  —  if  only  for  the 
moment  —  fears  and  doubts,  apprehension 
and  concern  and  to  join  in  song  and  noisy 
exuberance  to  celebrate  yet  another  Jewish 
victory  for  survival. 

This  year  we  shall  be  in  Israel  for  Purim, 
savoring  the  observance  of  a  Jewish  festival 
in  the  Jewish  homeland.  But  while  we  shall 
be  with  our  children  and  grandchildren  in 
Jerusalem,  part  of  us  will  be  on  87th  Street 
and  our  hearts  will  make  the  trip  over  land 
and  sea  to  join  all  our  friends  at  our  beloved 
synagogue.

This  year  Jewish  families  in  need  have  tripled 
in  number  and  already  hundreds  of  calls  for 
assistance  have  been  received  by  the  Joint 
Passover  Association.  In  addition  to  the 
families  who  have  been  assisted  through  the 
years,  calls  have  been  coming  from  people 
who  are  being  forced  to  seek  assistance  for 
the  first  time  —  victims  of  unemployment 
and  inflation. 

The  Passover  Fund  also  participates  in 
meeting  the  Passover  requirements  of  thou¬ 
sands  of  Jews  in  hospitals,  mental  insti¬ 
tutions  and  prisons  throughout  the  state  in 
addition  to  answering  the  Passover  needs  of 
our  people  in  Israel,  the  Soviet  Union  and 
other  parts  of  the  world. 

Traditionally,  Passover  has  meant  sharing 
with  our  needy  brothers  and  sisters,  making 
sure  that  those  without  the  necessities  for 
celebrating  the  holiday  are  cared  for  with 
dignity.  Members  of  the  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue  have,  in  the  past,  sent  their  generous 
contributions  to  the  Passover  Fund  in  care  of 
the  office  of  Rabbi  Nadich.  We  ask  that  you 
do  so  again,  now,  remembering  that  addi¬ 
tional  needy  families  require  our  help.
